A slower growth 
in the 1970s than the 1960s is also an 
indication of the health and relative 
attractiveness of the region. 


This solid base should assure the 
region of continued steady growth, he 
stressed. The slower growth is 
predictable and due in part to the 
declining 
birth 
rate, 
sm aller 
household sizes and the national 
economic picture. 


NCTCOG 
pointed out that 
the 
numerical increases experienced by 
the core of the region continue to be 
quite large. Surrounding counties 
such as Collin have experienced their 
most vigorous growth during the 
1970s. 
The 14 counties surrounding Dallas 
and Tarrant base counties increased 
their proportion of the total region’s 


Plano’s growth rate is now ap­ 
proaching 17 percent a year, ac­ 
cording to the North Central Texas 
Council of Governments. 
Only Addison in northern Dallas 
County has surpassed Plano with a 
35.5 percent growth rate compared to 
Piano s 16.9 percent. Addison had 595 
people in 1970 and the population has 
grown to an estimated 5,000, NCTCOG 
said. 
During the last decade, Plano 
maintained a 17.1 growth rate. The 
1960 population was only 3,695. 
Plano’s new estimated population 
as of January 
I 
is 53,150. The 
population has increased 197.4 percent 
since 1970's 17,872, again second only 
to Addison with a 740.3 percent in­ 
crease. 


The region’s population is now 
approaching the three million mark. 
NCTCOG believes that the addition of 
more than 400,000 persons since 1970 
reflects the economic stability and 
diversity of North Central Texas as 


population from 18.5 percent in 1970 to 
19.9 percent in 1977 
Collin County has increased its 
population by 32,330 people in the past 
seven years. Growing at an estimated 
6.5 percent a year, Collin now has an 
estimated population of 104.256— more 
than half in Plano 
In the region, the largest numerical 
increases were recorded by Arlington 
and Garland with more than 45,090 


each in 1970-77 Plano. Dallas and 
Irving gained more than 20,000 and 
several cities gained more than 10,000. 
Population estimates are calculated 
with

methodology. NCTCOG said that 
since the available data base has been

trouble finding recruits who can read 
well enough to function, according to 
Vice Adm. James D. Watkins, the 
chief of naval personnel. 
One illiterate sailor did $250,000 
worth of damage to an engine because 
he couldn’t read instructions, Watkins 
said Wednesday, and the Navy is 
increasingly obliged to teach recruits 
to read — sometimes up to a sixth- 
grade level so they can read urgent 
warnings. 
A recent study of 23,000 recruits at 
the naval base here showed that 37 per 
cent of them could not read at the 10th- 
grade level, Watkins told the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. Of those, 70 per 
cent could not read well enough to 
complete boot camp, he said. 
He told of an engineman assigned to 
repair a diesel engine who could not 
read the repair manual, so he relied 
on the illustrations He installed the 
cylinder liners the wrong way, and by 
the time the problem was discovered, 
the error had caused $250,000 damage. 
As a stopgap measure, Watkins 
said, the Navy is teaching reading and 
is rewriting instruction and technical 
manuals so they can be understood by 
poor readers. But the increasingly 
sc entific and technical nature of 
naval weapons poses a problem. 
Rewriting the manuals costs $100 a 
page and “there is a practical limit to 
the 
degree 
to 
which 
highly 
complicated equipment 
can 
be 
described in terms that are very 
simple to read,’’ he said. 
The Navy was already worried that 
the declining U.S. 
birth rate is 
reducing the number of available 
recruits, he said. 
“But now we are finding that more 
and more of our high school graduates 
cannot read adequately, so the pool of 
truly qualified young men and women 
shrinks to an alarmingly low level.” 
The Navy now offers recruits a six- 
week remedial reading course, he 
said.

For the second straight month, 
crime has been down over the 
previous year. 
Offenses declined eight percent in 
May compared to the same month of 
1976, according to a police department 
spokesman.

Best-Worst Report 
Lawmakers Graded 


Dear Radio Hobbyist: I have a serious problem. I have a neighbor who bought a new 
remote control TV. When I transmit on my CB, I blank out his TV on all channels. He is on 
cable TV too My radio station is a new FCC type accepted 40 channel set. I have a low pass 
filter in the transmission line all the time and use no power mike or linear amplifier My 
neighbor says he is going to do something. Can he? Is there anything else I can do or you can 
help me with?

Dear Charles: Your letter brings out a TVI (television interference! problem that is 
becoming more and more prevalent...that of interference to cable television systems. Very 
little has been written about this and frequently normal methods of correcting these in­ 
terference problems do not apply. Cable television signals are transmitted via a coaxial cable 
from a receiving antenna usually centrally placed in a very high location Incoming signals 
are very weak and are highly amplified before being distributed. There are usually additional 
amplifiers typically placed every couple of miles along the cable line It is a very common 
thing for a radio operator, be he a CB’er or a “ ham” , to cause interference or distortion to a 
cable system due to the weakness of the received signal and close proximity to one of the 
amplifiers along the cable route. TVI problems associated with cable distribution systems 
can be much worse than ordinary “ over the air” television broadcasting. 
The FCC does have jurisdiction over cable systems, but there is no reason to be alarmed 
that your neighbor might ‘‘do something” . You have as much right to be on the air as your 
neighbor does in watching his favorite television program. In fact, you might write or phone 
the FCC and ask their engineering department for assistance. The FCC has an extremely 
heavy workload and is badly understaffed, and it might be a while before they get to you. One 
thing for sure, no one can prosecute or fine you (or keep you off the air) until the fault has 
been determined and you have been given an opportunity to correct the situation. 
You did not tell me whether only your neighbor was having the problem...or whether all 
cable TV users in your neighborhood were intercepting your signals. This should be found out 
since this information is needed to determine the corrective action to be taken. If everyone on 
the cable in your neighborhood has the problem, then our guess would be that you are located 
near «ie of die in line amplifiers and your CB radiation is getting into it. It might be possible 
for a bad (or rusty) electrical or mechanical connection on toe cable equipment or line 
located near you to be affected by your radio signal. This can cause other frequencies to be 
generated and cause interference ch- distortion In any event, you should contact the Chief 
Engineer of the cable company and ask his assistance in getting rid of the problem The cable 
company has a responsibility to their customers to make their service as interference free as 
the state of the engineering art allows. 
If only your neighbor is experiencing the problem, then the problem is probably with your 
neighbor’s TV 
even though brand new. Most tuners on television sets exhibit a broad 
tuning characteristic and a high pass filter installed as near to the tuner as you can get could 
help. It is also possible that the interfering radiation is coming in on the power line to the set 
or the cable lead in. The coaxial cable, however, being shielded has the inherent quality of 
eliminating most extra signals. 
In ninety percent of the interference cases whereby the CB’er is operating legally, the TVI 
problem can usually only be cured at the television set and not the radio transmitter. Since 
you state that you are using legal commercial equipment with a TVA (low pass) filter in the 
line, everything points to the fact that either the cable system or television is at fault. Most 
television set manufacturers have departments set up to assist in interference cases and 
nearly all will .supply a high-pass filter for the television set at no cost if you write them, 
stating the facts.

DEAR POLLY — When I fry bacon, hamburger and 
anything that spatters I do not use a skillet but a pan three or 
four inches high. There is no more grease spattering all over 
my stove. This is really a blessing. — ROSE. 
DEAR POLLY — My wife and I have come up with a system 
that not only saves us time but makes money for us We have a 
separate savings account into which we regularly deposit 
money for bills that are paid periodically These include auto 
insurance (bi-annual), hospitalization (quarterly), union dues 
(annual), taxes (annual) and a fixed amount each month for 
our average medical and dental bills 
When needed we 
withdraw the money and collect 5.25 per cent interest from 
date of deposit to date of withdrawal Annually we take this in­ 
terest ami deposit it in a family savings account We keep a 
ledger type book showing deposits and withdrawals itemized 
and use a separate page for each division of the account It is 
surprising how quickly the interest adds up from date of 
deposit to date of withdrawal and that money is not dormant in 
the checking account Also, many banks have an arrangement 
where when one has a savings account with a balance of more 
than $200 one’s checking account is free of the IO cents per 
check charge. This can save $25 or more — R H L. B
